(Division into Wards) Rules, 1 973 was published with the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Defence No. SRO 159 dated the 24th May, 1973 in the 
Gazette of India, Part II, Section 4 dated the 9th I Line, 
1973 as required by section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 
1924 (2 of 1924) for inviting objections and suggestions 
from all the persons likely to be affected thereby till the 
8th August, 1973. 

And whereas the aforesaid Gazette was made available to 
the public on the .9th June, 1973, 

And whereas all the objections and suggestions received 
before the date so specified have been duly considered by 
the Central Government , 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 31 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules, namely 

1 . Short title and commencement. — ( 1 ) These rules may

Ward No. II

quddin and runs along Shiv Mandir Road towards east upto 
its junction with the lane on southern side of Zaruri Bazar 
and then along this path it runs in easterly directions upto 
Mahcndra building, From there it runs along Shiv Mandir 
Road in the aforesaid direction upto bazar boundary pillar 
No. 9.

path meets Mall Road and then towards east along Mall 
Road upto the junction of bridle path leading to Sadar Bazar 
near cantonment bakery. From there the boundary runs along 
the said bridle path in Northerly direction upto the junction of 
P.W.D. Road (Sadar Bazar) near the shop of M/s. Bachi Ram, 
Debi Datt.
